However, 
Brantley and Florala are my picks to be the teams the 
Tigers will have to get by to advance when the post-season 
brackets are drawn in February. Zion Chapel has a team 
that no one really likes to play, but the Rebels also face a 
tough area that includes 2A power Highland Home, as well 
as always aggressive Luverne and Goshen, a team that 
is expected to be much improved. While New Brockton 
has struggled for the past couple of years on the court,
